Reply from The Federal Reserve: 
Dear Mr. Brooks: 

Thank you for your recent inquiry to the Federal Reserve Board. Throughout most of the 1 800s, 
the United States was on some sort of gold standard; yet this standard did not prevent prices from 
fluctuating widely even though the value of a dollar as measured in gold stayed relatively stable. 
Gold is a raw material that has commercial, industrial, and decorative uses. Therefore, the supply 
of gold available for use in the economy and for these other purposes also fluctuated, depending 
upon how much gold was being discovered and processed from ore compared to the price the 
public was willing to pay to hold it or to use it. The financial panics that occurred in the 1 800s 
and early 1900s proved that even when the dollar is backed by gold and silver, private market 
forces may upset the stability in the government-specified price between dollars and gold. One of 
the reasons for establishing the Federal Reserve System and for the demonetization of gold in the 
1930s was to provide a mechanism to make money supply elastic. Thus, the money supply 
matched fluctuations of the economy rather than fluctuations in the supply of a commodity, such 
as gold, which may be unrelated to the growth of the economy at large. Public law 96-389 
directed the Secretary of the Treasury to establish and chair a commission to assess and make 
recommendations with regard to U.S. policy concerning the role of gold in domestic and 
international monetary policy systems. That commission's report concluded that a return to a hard 
money standard would not be appropriate.

Chapter 1 - Introduction 

In the following chapters, we will look at many topics that will enable the reader to determine 
what actions should be taken during any time of national emergency. Preparation and planning 
are the two key elements of surviving any threat. You must also decide whether you are going to 
stay where you are at, or bug out to a new location outside of the major cities. There are many 
different scenarios that we could look at, so we will stick to an economic collapse as our point of 
topic. 

Hunkering Down 

If you are forced to stay in any major city for what ever reason, you must start stocking up on 
your food and water staples immediately. I have been warning people now for years to start 
stocking supplies, because it takes years to do it properly. When an emergency of this level 
occurs, a person or family can not expect to just run up to the store and buy all the items you will 
need in one trip. Unless you are independently wealthy, it takes months and months if not years 
to properly prepare for a serious national or international crisis. Look over the Item Lists page for 
ideas on what you will want to stock and store. 

The first thing you should do is purchase a water filtration/purification system. Berkey sells the 
best systems in my opinion and I not only bought my own, but also purchased my parents a 
system as well. I can not stress this point enough. If power goes out you will need a way to 
sterilize your drinking water. It is also a good idea to have cases of bottled water stored and also 
extra water storage canisters. Always buy canisters designated for drinking water storage or you 
could cause a health risk. Fill up your bathtub if you fear power outages. This water can be used 
for washing dishes, flushing the toilet and can also be sterilized for drinking water. 
The Second thing is to create at least one rain barrel outside, connected to your gutter rain water 
drainage system located around the edge of your roof bottom. You can purchase a rain barrel or 
make your own fairly easily. I will show diagrams and parts needed further in this eBook. This 
water can be utilized in many ways for many applications and if you have to, you can always 
purify it and use it for drinking water. 

The next thing is to start thinking about growing a vegetable garden. This can be accomplished in 
many number of ways. Of course if you have enough land around your house or back yard, you 
would obviously set up your garden in that location. If you live in an apartment or other dwelling 
and have no land available, there are still a few options at your disposal. One idea is to get with 
other neighbors and start a community garden in either a local empty lot or at a near by friends 
home who has the extra land. Another option is to grow Bag Gardens, balcony gardens and 
window ceil gardens. I will diagram each of these concepts further in this eBook. 
Now it is time to figure out what exactly you want to grow in your garden. The only seeds that 
are acceptable are non GM (genetically modified). You only want organic heirloom seeds and 
they will be clearly marked on the packages you purchase. What and how much you grow will 
depend on how much space you have available. There are many companies selling seeds online 
that are credible and you can find them in the links section of this eBook. 

You will want to start purchasing solar and hand crank electronic items. Depending on how 
much 
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money you have will determine what you can actually do. If you have the cash on hand to 
purchase a solar generator for your home, this would be the ideal solution. If you can not afford a 
system like this, there are still many affordable alternatives. There are many solar and hand crank 
products available right now that are not only easy to find, but very affordable to buy. Flashlights, 
Radios, cell phone chargers and so on. You can also buy a solar battery charger which recharges 
AAAA, AAA, C, and D size rechargeable batteries. So if your power does go out, at least you 
will not be isolated from the world. 

Another thing to think about is heating and cooking in the event of a long term power outage. 
The ultimate solution is a wood burning stove. The range in price from $130 on up into the 
thousands. Wood stoves have two resources, heating and cooking. Any outside BBQ grill will 
work for cooking but you will need to stock up on a lot of charcoal and wood chips. If you use 
propane, make sure you invest in extra filled bottles and keep them in a safe location. Cooking 
indoors using an open flame with any fuel source including wood, in not advised. A great trick to 
heat water for drinking coffee or tea and even cooking real food is tealight candles. You can 
easily construct a small frame to put around the candle/candles which you can set a small tea 
kettle or coffee pot on top of You will be surprised how fast this will heat up your desired item. 
You can also heat up canned foods in the same way. You can purchase bags of 100 tealight 
candles for around five bucks and sometimes even cheaper. 

What you must now prepare for is the fact that you might be looked to for help from family 
members, friends, neighbors and even strangers. This is an inevitable fact. It will happen and you 
need to think now and decide if you are going to stock up even more goods than you normally 
would have in order to accommodate any unknown situations that might present themselves. 
Now let us talk about security issues. There might come a time when you have to defend your 
self or a loved one. There are many lethal and non lethal weapons available on the market. From 
pepper spray and stun guns to semi automatic (rifles/handguns) weapons available online and in 
gun shops across the country. A shotgun is also a great deterrent when used during a home 
breach. There are many ways to make your living area more secure and whether you are prepared 
to use force is a personal decision that should be left to the individual. I personally suggest 
buying guns and learning how to use them. In the event of martial law there is a good chance that 
gun confiscation will take place at some point and you will have to decide then if you are going 
to surrender your weapons or not. If you try and fight law enforcement and military at that 
moment, you will most likely die, but if we all fight then we most likely win. It really depends on 
many things. Are they foreign troops? Are they detaining and arresting individuals? One school 
of thought is to hide your unregistered weapons in another location so that if there is ever a mass 
U.S. confiscation of guns and ammo, you will still have weapons and ammo at your disposal.

In the previous chapter we looked at options for people who have decided for one reason or 
another to stay where they are and try to survive within the major cities. Even though I do not 
advice this strategy, sometimes people have little choice due to many factors such as age and 
sickness, just to name a few examples. In chapter two we will look at options for those who want 
to get out of the major cities and live with more of a survivalist mentality. 

Bugging Out 

If you and your loved ones ever have to leave your home because of any disaster, the first 
question usually asked is where will we go and what will we do. This is why I have been warning 
people for the last few years to start making plans now so these things will not be an issue if and 
when the time ever comes. It never hurts to be prepared. The ideal situation is to have family or 
know a friend with property in a rural or secluded area that you can go to and stay for an 
unlimited time. Unfortunately most people do not have this luxury. So what are you going to do? 

Pay to camp at a national park? I don't think so 

Depending on the disaster and what happens afterwards, you might not have the option and 
freedom to travel the open roads. Once martial law is ordered, all movement and traffic will 
cease. You are going to either have to make a plan with a definite departure date, or you will 
need to watch the signs around you very carefully because your window or time frame to get out 
of the cities could be small. The best option that I can offer you is to purchase a small tract of 
wilderness land that is yours to do with as you wish. Land is very cheap right now and realtors 
are very easy to work with in order to get rid of most of these land parcels that have no potential 
of ever being developed. For instance you can buy wilderness land in almost any state with no 
money down, no credit checks, low monthly payments and no questions as long as you make 
your payments on time. If you can not afford a few hundred dollars a month, then get with 
friends, family and neighbors and go in together on the property which will make it not only 
affordable, but will give you the unity of being with a group of people. Once you make your 
decision on which property you will invest in, it will need to be prepared. On large properties you 
can go ahead and set up your water storage area, mark out your garden dimensions and get to 
know your property on foot while observing any areas of concern that might be deemed to be a 
security issue. Next, post No Trespassing and Keep Out signs around the perimeter of your new 
property. Do not put too many signs up or you will draw attention to your sanctuary. Over the 
next few months or possibly even the next few years, decisions can be made on many different 
topics, such as whether to raise chickens and possibly bring in other farm animals that produce 
food or milk. It is best to start with 10 hens and one rooster to start producing eggs. The main 
thing that you have to remember is this: Once you Bug Out, you must have enough supplies to 
last you until the next growing season, so you can produce food from your garden. Depending 
upon what month you are forced to leave will depend on how long you will have to survive 
before getting your garden actually producing food. Read as much as you can about edible plants 
and how to skin and dress a wild animal because it might just save your life someday. The earth 
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is running out of water. This is a very scary fact! You must have the ability to fiher bad water 
into drinkable water, or you will not survive. One great way to crate small amounts is to use a 
water generating system. With this technique, you actually grab humidity from the air and then 
turn it into drinkable water. All my resources will be included within the websites included 
within the links pages in this eBook. 
When considering hunting or defense, try to think outside the box and get a few slingshots, a 

blowgun. Oriental throwing stars, a crossbow and so on Set up some targets and learn how to 

use them all. Of course you will want to be well armed and in possession of a large supply of 
ammo. Hunting and fishing might be a necessity but make sure you buy any licenses needed 
now, so not to break any laws which might bring law enforcement into your life. Make 
observation posts in separate areas of your perimeter, where you can watch your surroundings 
without being seen. These can be areas that you prepare by using natural limbs, branches, leaves, 

plants and so on Set up trip wires where you fear looters may invade your perimeter. Use 

fishing line and small bells or tin cans tied together in a way which will crate noise and alert you 
that something or someone has breeched your safe zone. Even though you have Bugged Out from 
your original location, you should always be prepared to have to move out to other locations. 
This would only apply during a scenario of martial law ordered or an invasion by a foreign 
presence. In these extreme situations, if your presence is discovered you will be forced to fight or 
move on to new horizons. That decision will have to be assessed and acted upon at that time. 
Remember that law enforcement and active military are our brothers and sisters and will not act 
on unconstitutional orders. So always assess each situation separately, as not to endanger any 
lives that is not absolutely necessary. 

The main thing is to be self sufficient so you will never have to return to the cities looking for 
food and/or water. So start making your plans now before you get caught unprepared. In an 
economic disaster scenario, most likely your worst threats will be hunger, thirst, extreme weather 
conditions, shelter, wild animals, looters, sickness and in extreme situations martial law could be 
ordered putting you at risk of arrest or could even result in your death. Stay self contained and 
keep a vigilant ear on your local and national news radio broadcasts. Listen to your scanner and 
sleep with one eye open. Listen to your gut feelings or intuitions. If something does not feel right, 
it probably isn't! Always be aware of your surroundings and when in a group situation, devise a 
night watch program which all members will rotate duty nights and schedules. You should not 
encounter any problems other than growing your food and enjoying your solitude, but like we 
have covered before: It never hurts to be prepared. If you follow this guide and apply it to your 
lifestyle, it should be a comfortable existence. If you do not, your life could be a living hell.

GRAB-AND-GO 

Experts suggest that after any disaster, every household should be prepared to manage at least 72 
hours on its own. That means putting together comprehensive survival kits for each member of 
the family as well as kits for your office and cars 

• Water filter. This is a great backup to a bottled water supply, it will remove toxins and 

bacteria in the event tap water becomes contaminated or you have to rely on eternal 

sources such as rain or stream water. 
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• Gas grill. An outdoor portable propane powered grill with at least one full tank of 
propane in reserve as a disaster spare can cook your meals. 

• Charcoal grill. Bring charcoal & lighter fluid, and when you run out, wood will work fine. 

• Metal coffeepot. Caffeine withdrawal can be unpleasant, with symptoms mimicking the 
flu. Invest in a metal coffeepot that can withstand the extreme temperatures of a grill. 

• Kids' entertainment devices. Buy yourself some much-needed peace with portable Game 
Boy systems or their equivalent. 

• Battery-operated lights. Spend the money for a powerful flashlight that can withstand 
hours of use and abuse during an emergency. You'll also want to pick up a couple of 
battery-powered headlamps, so you don't have to juggle a flashlight. Also stock up on 
some battery-operated LED hurricane lamps for ambient lighting to read and cook by. 

• Batteries. Even LED lights need to have their batteries replaced occasionally. Count on at 
least three refills of batteries per battery-operated gadget. Be sure to double-check which 
kind (D, C, AA, etc.) goes in each. And remember to replace all of the batteries in your 
disaster supplies once a year before they lose their juice. 

• Weather radio. This lifesaver is a great addition to any household in the possible path of 
severe weather. You keep it on 24 hours a day, and normally it remains silent, but the 
instant the National Weather Service issues a warning the radio emits a piercing being 
sound. In the meantime, pick up a NOAA radio. Look for a brand with "S.A.M.E." 
technology, which enables you to focus the alert on your immediate vicinity. It'll cut 
down on annoying false alarms.

Water Storage 




Water storage is critical for most situations and there are certain precautions that must be taken 
to ensure the health of you and anyone drinking from your storage containers. Their are many 
options that you have available, but it is of most importance that you only use approved storage 
containers to avoid any health risks. Most small water storage containers are 6 gallon or 7 gallon 
containers and can be purchased at any major camping store. Some are stackable. These are good 
to fill your larger containers located at your retreat or camping location. These are blue water 
storage barrels which come in three sizes of 15 gallons, 30 gallons and 55 gallons. They seal 
airtight and an inexpensive hand pump is available for about $20. Liquid drops are available 
which will help preserve your water for up to 5 years. You can also set these barrels on their side 
and install a valve spigot for easy pouring. These barrels are easy to find online and I will add 
links in chapter five where you can purchase your own. You can also buy larger barrels that range 
anjrwhere from 100 gallons to 1000 gallons. You will need to hire a water service to fill these and 
is only recommended for farms and ranches. Rain barrels are another great option and can be 
used for many things such as irrigating your garden, cleaning with detergent or soap products, 
flushing a camp style toilet, depending on what unit you have chosen. 



Hunting and Fishing 

Everyone has their own favorite fishing pole or gun that they feel comfortable using, so I will not 
need to say much in this section. If you do not have a fishing pole and a tackle box full of gear, I 
suggest you get one tomorrow. There are many videos on Youtube that will instruct you on the 
sport of fishing and others that will show you how to clean and cook your fish. If you do not own 
a gun, I suggest that you buy one immediately and learn how to use it at your local gun range. It 
is well advised to buy a hunting and fishing license in advance so you will not give any wild life 
officers a reason to arrest you or bring unwanted attention to you, your family or your group. 
After you choose and purchase your gun, start buying as much ammo as you can afford each 
week. I suggest 3 basic weapons: A 12 gauge assault shot gun, A Semi Automatic hand gun and a 
semi automatic carbine with a scope. 
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In this chapter I have provided directions on how we make rain barrels. Some of the tools are specialized and 
can be costly. However, recommended less expensive alternatives are discussed. You can put your own rain 
barrel together for only about $20 in parts.

The Benefits: Water Efficiency 

• Use water wisely by watering your garden with free water collected from your 
roof 

• Rain water is great for plants. 

• Connect a soaker hose to your barrel, a great way to water shallow rooted plants 
such as rhododendrons. 

• Use your rain barrel in areas where you may not have a convenient spigot. Near 
your compost pile is a good idea to keep it as wet as a wrung-out sponge, 
promoting the composting process during the dryer months of summer. 

• Rain water is usually soft and free of dissolved minerals. This untreated water is 
great for your indoor plants, your garden and lawn, or washing your car. 
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Diversion of Rain Water from the Wastewater Treatment Plant 

In older areas where storm sewers and sanitary sewers are combined, the disconnection of 
downspouts can be enhanced by the use of a rain barrel. Collect rain water that would have 
otherwise been unnecessarily treated. A rain barrel won't solve the combined sewer overflow 
problem, but it is a good way to help. 

Some tips for making your barrel 

55-gallon food grade quality recycled barrel. 

Install an overflow at the top. This is an important feature. A full barrel has the 

potential to spill additional water over the top and may cause localized erosion. 

Consider attaching the overflow to the downspout with a valve. Simply turn the 

valve off when the barrel is full and redirecting the runoff back into the 

downspout. 

As an alternative to the spigot on the diagram, purchase a spigot with a threaded 

nipple and simply twist it into the 1 " hole. 

Do not use collected water for drinking, cooking or bathing. 

Keep the lid secure so children or animals cannot fall into the barrel. 

Disconnect the barrel during the winter to avoid constant overflow during the 

rainiest months. Attach it in the early spring to fill it for use. 

Most recycled barrels need to be cleaned before first use. 

If a moss killer has been used on the roof let a couple of rainfall events go by 

before collecting the roof runoff. 

Elevate your rain barrel slightly to make access to the spigot easier. 

The screened louver vent will prevent mosquitoes from breeding in your barrel. 

Consider joining multiple barrels for additional capacity! 



Step 



Use a 6" hole saw, a saber saw, a keyhole saw or a drjrwall saw to cut a perfectly 

round 6" hole on the top of your barrel. 

Drill two holes with a 29/32" drill bit, one towards the top for an overflow and 

one towards the bottom of the barrel for the faucet. 

Next use a 3/4" NPT pipe tap and twist it into the upper 29/32" hole, then untwist 

the tap and back it out of the hole. Repeat this process for the lower 29/32" hole. 

Rinse your barrel out thoroughly, as it previously had a food product in it. Avoid 

using bleach, as it is environmentally harmful in the storm drains. For an 

environmentally safe soap solution use 2 teaspoons of castile soap and 2 

teaspoons of vinegar or lemon juice for every gallon of water used to clean your 

barrel. 
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Step 2 

• Twist in the threaded side of the hose adapter into the 3/4" threaded hole towards the top of 
the barrel. 

• Prepare the threaded side of the brass faucet by: 

• Wrapping it tightly with Teflon tape, make 4 or 5 rotations until all the threads are covered 

• Applying a thin ribbon of Kitchen and Bath All Purpose Adhesive Caulk, or similar sealant. 

• Twist in the threaded and now prepared end of the faucet into the 3/4" threaded hole towards 
the bottom of the barrel. 

Step 3 

• Cover the 6" hole in the top by placing the 6" louvered screen onto the barrel with the 
louvered side up and the screen side down. 

• Slide a hose onto the hose adapter at the top of barrel to direct the overflow water away from 
your home. 

• Place two cinder blocks under the selected downspout and place the barrel on this raised 
base. 

• Cut your downspout about 4" above the top of the barrel, add an elbow, and make any final 
adjustments to the base and barrel. 

• Add a hose on the faucet or keep it available to fill a watering can. 

• Enjoy your rain barrel!

Making Your Own Bag Garden 

An African Bag Garden is simply a sack filled with compost, soil and manure, with a column of 

stones running up the middle. It is designed to use waste water and composted food. Re-use of 

resources is hugely important to the families we work with, as it increases what can be grown in 

a small area. Find out more by following the link I provide in the next chapter. 

You can plant any kind of vegetables and herbs in burlap coffee bags. 

Strawberries work great, too! Here's how you do it: Set a coffee bag in place, against a tree, under 

a shrub, or among a clump of perennials. Roll down the top edge until you have the height you 

want. 

The rounded collar around the top is gentle on plants that hang over the edge. 

Fill the bag with pre-dampened, all-purpose potting soil (or fill halfway with compost and/or 

garden soil and then top off with potting soil). No need to worry about drainage: 
The burlap bag holds moisture, yet drains well and stays upright. 
Plant with seedlings, like you would a regular container. For a filled-out effect, experiment with 

cutting slits on the sides and poking seedlings in the holes. 
Burlap coffee bags provide you with instant container gardens that adapt to any garden 
and landscape situation. Because they sit gently on the earth, you can use burlap containers to 
fill spaces and shape in, and around, existing beds. Because they are biodegradable, plan on using 
your coffee bag(s) for one season. At the end of the season, they are soft and pliable. At that 
point, just break it apart and distribute the soil around the garden. Bury the burlap bag in the 
garden or in the compost pile where it will decompose. Tie medium size sticks around your bag 
garden to support the weight.

High frequency scalar waves can also be 
adjusted to the frequency of 8hz. Transmitted, this frequency interacts with the natural 
vibrational frequency of the brain, and could in fact be used to tip emotional balance or calm a 
human down., or even put them to sleep, by resonating at the brains sleeping frequency, or 
perhaps even making you more or less prone to violence. First off, there's the basic nature of the 
project. It's scores of radio antenna pumping massive high-frequency directional broadcasts into 
the air for the purpose of heating the ionosphere. Yes, that's right, it's blasting electromagnetic 
radiation into the sky to "microwave" the outer layer atmosphere. Starting to sound less 
innocuous?

HAARP is a giant death ray, based on a design contained in the notes of inventor Nikola 

Tesla, seized by the FBI after his death. This is a very popular theory, probably because so 

much of it is actually true. Tesla claimed to have developed a death ray with a very similar 

configuration to HAARP's actual configuration, and the seizure of his scientific papers is a 

matter of public record.

The infamous NASA Blue Beam Project has four different steps in order to implement the new age religion with the 
antichrist at its head. We must remember that the new age religion is the very foundation for the new world 
government, without which religion the dictatorship of the new world order is completely impossible.

What is important to understand in the first step is that those earthquakes will hit at different 
parts of the world where scientific and archeological teachings have indicated that arcane 
mysteries have been buried. By those types of earthquakes, it will possible for scientists to re- 
discover those arcane mysteries which will be used to discredit all fundamental religious 
doctrines. This is the first preparation for the plan for humanity because what they want to do is 
destroy the beliefs of all Christians and Muslims on the planet. To do that, they need some false 
"proof from the far past that will prove to all nations that their religions have all been 
misinterpreted and misunderstood. 

The second step involves a gigantic "space show" with three-dimensional optical holograms and 
sounds, laser projection of multiple holographic images to different parts of the world, each 
receiving a different image according to predominating regional national religious faith.

Computers will 
coordinate the satellites and software already in place will run the sky show. Holographic images 
are based on nearly identical signals combining to produce an image or hologram with deep 
perspective which is equally applicable to acoustic ELF, VLF and LF waves and optical 
phenomena. Specifically, the show will consist of multiple holographic images to different parts 
of the world, each receiving a different image according to the specific national, regional 
religion. Not a single area will be excluded. With computer animation and sounds appearing to 
emanate from the very depths of space, astonished ardent followers of the various creeds will 
witness their own returned messiahs in convincing lifelike reality. Then the projections of Jesus, 
Mohammed, Buddha, Krishna, etc., will merge into one after correct explanations of the 
mysteries and revelations will have been disclosed. This one god will, in fact, be the antichrist, 
who will explain that the various scriptures have been misunderstood and misinterpreted, and 
that the religions of old are responsible for turning brother against brother, and nation against 
nation, therefore old religions must be abolished to make way for the new age new world 
religion, representing the one god antichrist they see before them.

In 1974, for instance, researcher G. F. Shapits, said of 
one of the research proposals that, "...in this investigation it will be shown that the spoken words 
of the hypnotist may also be converted by electromagnetic energy directly and to the 
subconscious part of the human brain without employing any mechanical device for receiving or 
transcording the message, and without the person exposed to such influence having a chance to 
control the information input consciously. It may be expected that the rationized behavior will be 
considered to have been taken out of their own free will." Anyone investigating so-called 
"channeling" phenomena right now would be wise to take this area of research into 
consideration. It will be noted that those who think of themselves as "channelers" has escalated 
rapidly since this type of research was conducted. It is uncanny how similar their messages are, 
despite which entity they claim to be their source of divine guidance. It would suggest any 
individual considering the credibility of channeled information should be discerning and 
critically evaluate where the message they are receiving originates, and if the messages are 
specifically beneficially to the new world order. The Sydney Morning newspaper published an 
item on March 21st, 1983 which announced that the Soviets were invading the human mind, the 
article having been submitted to the foreign editor by Doctor Nathan Abnuengy, assistant 
professor in the faculty of agriculture in Asia. It is worth quoting the article at length even though 



his grammar is a little old. This article relates to the Soviets who created the supercomputer we 
were discussing earlier and which is really important because these types of computers can be run 
through satellites and through space. The computers were fed with all the different languages and 
their meanings, the dialect of all peoples were fed to the computers with objective programs. But 
we are no longer talking about the Soviets; we are talking about the United Nations, the minions 
of the new world order, who are feeding the computers with the necessary information. The 
editor of the column in which the article appeared even states that the piece made points too 
important to ignore. I think it is possible that the persons who have created this mega-mind 
control program could sell the software to an organization and not be aware that the client might 
use the program and data to enslave all of humankind. Just imagine how far they have advanced 
since that article was published! The advancement of techniques propel us toward the third step 
in the Blue Beam Project that goes along with the telepathic and electronically augmented two- 
way communication where ELF, VLF and LF waves will reach each person from within his or 
her own mind, convincing each of them that their own god is speaking to them from the very 
depths of their own soul. Such rays from satellites are fed from the memories of computers that 
have stored massive data about every human on earth, and their languages. The rays will then 
interlace with their natural thinking to form what we call diffuse artificial thought. That kind of 
technology goes into the 1970s, 1980s, and 1990s research where the human brain has been 
compared to a computer. Information is fed in, processed, integrated and then a response is 
formulated and acted upon. Mind controllers manipulate information the same way a computer 
for grammar manipulates information. In January 1991, the University of Arizona hosted a 
conference entitled, "The NATO Advanced Research Workshop on Current and Emergent 
Phenomena and Biomolecular Systems." What does that mean exactly? It means this: We refer to 
one paper that was delivered at the conference which stands out for its different attitude towards 
the development under discussion at that time. It was, in effect, a protest and chilling warning to 
the attending scientists about the potential abuse of their research findings. Their findings, of 
course, stated that the United States has already developed communications equipment which can 
make the blind see, the deaf hear and the lame walk. It can relieve the terminally ill from pain 
without the use of drugs or surgery. I'm not talking about science fiction. A man might retain the 
use of all his faculties right up to the moment of his death. This communications equipment 
depends upon a completely new way of looking at the human brain and neuro-muscular systems 
and radiation pulses at ultra-low frequencies. Some of this equipment is now operational within 
the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA), and Federal Bureau of Investigation. It will never be used 
to make the blind see, the deaf hear and the lame walk because it is central to the domestic 
political agenda and foreign policy of George Bush and his puppet masters of the new world 
order. Domestically, the new communications equipment is being used to torture and murder 
person who match profiles imagined to be able to screen a given population for terrorists; to 
torture and murder citizens who belong to organizations which promote tolerance and peace and 
development in Central America; to torture and murder citizens who belong to organizations who 
oppose the development and deployment of nuclear weapons, and to create a race of slave cult 
automatons, or what is popularly called "the Manchurian Candidates." Overseas experimentation 
is taking place on hostages held by the United States and Canada, Great Britain, Australia, 
Germany, Finland and France. Additionally, there has been a long series of bizarre suicides 
among British computer scientists, all of whom have had some connection to the United States 
Navy. What it is possible to ask before such a psychology of terror is this: would any 



government, corporation or psychiatrist willfully promote such horror today? The answer is quite 
obviously, "Yes." Government agencies and the corporations that work with them toward new 
world order are prepared to promote anything that will help them achieve their objective of total 
social control. As for the question of why: For one thing, if you terrify the public and make them 
fear for their safety, they will allow you to implement draconian law enforcement practice, 
disarm them and keep extensive records on them, and they only have to tell you that it is all to 
protect you, of course. Secondly, it promotes the decay of the present democratic forms of 
political systems, and leads societies to search for alternative methods of political ideology. Of 
course, the alternative has already been planned. It is called the new world order and it will not 
have your safety or interests at heart. As George Bush said: "Read my lips." Fear has always been 
used by powerful elite to control and subjugate the masses. The old maxim, divide and conquer is 
being played out to the limit worldwide to ensure that everyone is frightened for their personal 
safety, and to be suspicious of everyone else. This, too, is mind control. To go further in regard to 
the new technology which is at the base of the NASA Blue Beam Project, we have to consider 
this statement by psychologist James V. McConnell which was published in a 1970s issue of 
Psychology Today. He said, "The day has come when we can combine sensory deprivation with 
drug hypnosis and astute manipulation of reward and punishment to gain almost absolute control 
over an individual's behavior. It should then be possible to achieve a very rapid and highly 
effective type of positive brainwashing that would allow us to make dramatic changes in a 
person's behavior and personality." Now, when we talked before about that kind of ray and the 
telepathic and electronically augmented communication, the kind of rays that are fed from the 
memories of computers which store massive data about humans, human language and dialects, 
and we said that the people will be reached from within, making each person to believe that his 
own god is speaking directly from within his or her own soul, we refer to that kind of technology 
and that kind of thinking that same psychologist was espousing, that is: we should be trained 
from birth that we should all do what society wants us to do rather than what we want to do for 
ourselves; that because they have the technology to do it, no one should now be allowed to have 
their own individual personality. This statement and these ideas are important because it is the 
basic teaching of the United Nations that no one owns his or her own personality. And that same 
psychologist claims that no one has any say-so about the kind of personality they acquire and 
there is no reason to believe you have the right to refuse to acquire a new personality if your old 
personality is considered "antisocial." What is important in this declaration is that the new world 
order will be set up over the current system, meaning the old way of thinking and behavior and 
religion will be considered the "old" and incorrect way of thinking and that they can change it at 
one of the eradication camps of the United Nations to make sure that anyone with this 
"antisocial" behavior will be disposed of quickly so that other modified individuals will be able 
to fulfill the needs and agendas of the new world order without being distracted by the truth. 
Could this be the greatest mind control project ever? The NASA Blue Beam Project is the prime 
directive for the new world order's absolute control over the populations of the entire earth. 

I would suggest you investigate this information carefully before dismissing it as fanatic lunacy. 
If we go further in the different reports we have presented, we find that the mind control 
operations and technology include a transmitter that broadcasts at the same frequency as the 
human nervous system, which transmitter is manufactured by the Loral Electro-Optical System in 
Pasadena, California. Loral, a major defense contractor, has previously conducted research on 



directed energy weapons for Lt. Gen. Leonard Perez of the U. S. Air force who was searching for 
a weapon that could implant messages into the minds of the enemy while urging his own troops 
on to superhuman deeds of valor! The device employs electromagnetic radiation of gigahertz 
frequencies pulsed at extremely low frequencies (ELF). It is used to torture people both 
physically and mentally from a distance. Weapons of this type are thought to have been used 
against a British woman protesting the presence of American Cruise Missiles at Greenham 
Common Airbase during the 1970s. This weapon can be used to induce total sensory deprivation 
by broadcasting signals into the auditory nerve at such high power that it blocks the ability of the 
individual to hear themselves think! The process employed by such ELF technology are 
described in various U. S. Defense Department publications, including one entitled, " The 
Electromagnetic Spectrum and Low Intensity Conflict," by Captain Paul E. Tyler, Medical 
Commandant, U. S. Navy, which is included in a collection entitled, "Low Intensity Conflict and 
Modern Technology Edict," by Lt. Col David G. Dean, USAF. The paper was delivered in 1984 
and the collection published 1986 by Air University Press, Maxwell Air force Base, Alabama. 
Another pulse microwave device can deliver audible signals directly to an individual while 
remaining undetectable to anyone else. The technology is very simple and can be built by using 
an ordinary police radar gun. The microwave beam generated by the device is modulated at audio 
frequencies and can broadcast messages directly into the brain. Now here we come to the NASA 
Blue Beam Project. The broadcasting of subliminal two-way communication and images from 
the depths of space correspond directly to that kind of technology. In his book, "The Body 
Electric," Nobel Prize nominee Robert Baker describes a series of experiments conducted in the 
early 1960s by Allen Frie where this phenomena was demonstrated as well as later experiments 
conducted in 1973 at the Walter Reed Army Institute of Research by Dr. Joseph C. Sharp who 
personally underwent tests in which he proved he could hear and understand messages delivered 
to him in an echo-free isolation chamber via a pulsed microwave audiogram which is an analog 
of the word's sound vibration beamed into his brain. Baker then goes on to state, "Such a device 
has obvious application for covert operations designed to drive a target crazy with unknown 
voices or deliver undetectable instructions to a programmed assassin." Now figure out when we 
hear that voice from the new world messiah who would be speaking from space to all of the sane 
people of the earth who might give instructions to zealots and religious fanatics, we would see 
hysteria and social mayhem on a scale never witnessed before on this planet. No police forces in 
the world, even as a combined front, could deal with the disorder that will follow! A 1978 book 
entitled, "Microwave Auditory Effect and Application," by James C. Lynn describes how audible 
voices can be broadcast directly into the brain. This technology could actually allow the blind to 
see and the deaf to hear. Instead, it has been turned into a weapon to enslave the world. Allen 
Frie also reports that he could speed up, slow down or stop the hearts of isolated frogs by 
synchronizing the pulsed rate of a microwave beam with the heart itself According to Robert 
Baker, similar results have been obtained using live frogs, which shows that it is technically 
feasible to produce heart attacks with rays designed to penetrate the human chest. EDITOR'S 
NOTE: Both the author of this report and his colleague died of "heart attacks" only days apart 
one in Canada and the other while visiting Ireland. Neither had a history of heart problems. I 
should mention also that Dr. Baker does NOT participate in such research. It has been 
demonstrated that focused ultra high frequency UHF electromagnetic energy beams can be used 
to induce considerable agitation and muscular activity or induce muscular weakness and lethargy. 
Microwaves can also be used to burn human skin and aid the effect of drugs, bacteria and 



poisons or affect the function of the entire brain. These effects were all revealed at length by the 
CIA on September 21, 1977 in testimony before the Subcommittee on Health and Scientific 
Research. Dr. Sidney Gottlieb. Who directed the MK-Ultra program at that time was forced to 
discussed the scope of the CIA's research to find techniques of activation of the human organism 
by remote electronic means. So this is something that exists right now, that has been pursued to 
its highest degree, that can be used from space to reach any person, anyplace on the face of the 
earth. If we go deeper in that process of mind control over the people we find that the equipment 
and technology has been used to influence politics in a much more direct fashion. Michael 
Dukakis, the Democrat candidate running against George Bush in the 1988 election was targeted 
with microwave technology in order to impede his public speaking performance once the public 
opinion polls showed he posed a serious threat to Bush's election prospects. He also claims that 
the equipment was used against Kitty Dukakis and drove her to the brink of suicide. In the 
Disneyland world of U. S. politics, a presidential candidate with problems such as these, would 
obviously lose their race to the White House. In the December 1980 edition of the U. S. Army 
Journal, called the Military Review, a column by Lt. Col John B. Alexander, entitled, "The New 
Mental Battlefield: Beam Me Up, Spock," provides further insight into the technical capabilities 
at the disposal of the comptroller. He writes, "Several examples will demonstrate areas in which 
progress have been made. The transference of energy from one organism to another; the ability to 
heal or cause disease to be transmitted over a distance, thus inducing illness or death from no 
apparent cause; telepathic behavior modification which includes the ability to induce hypnotic 
states up to a distance of 1,000 kilometers have been reported. The use of telepathic hypnosis 
also holds great potential. This capability could allow agents to be deeply planted with no 
conscious knowledge of their programming. In movie terms, the Manchurian Candidate lives, 
and does not even require a telephone call. "Other mind-to-mind induction techniques are being 
considered. If perfected this capability could allow the direct transference of thought via 
telepathy from one mind or group of minds to a select target audience. The unique factor is that 
the recipient will not be aware that thought has been implanted from an external source. He or 
she will believe the thoughts are original." This is exactly what we were talking about. The third 
step in the NASA Blue Beam Project is called the Telepathic Electronic Two-Way 
Communication. Lt. Col Alexander's article continues: "If it is possible to feed artificial thought 
into the multigenic field via satellite, the mind control of the entire planet is now possible. An 
individual's only resistance would be to constantly question the motivation behind their thoughts 
and not act upon thoughts which they consider to be outside their own ideological, religious and 
moral boundaries." Once again, it is wise to consider how television, advertising, modern 
education and various types of social pressure are used to manipulate those boundaries. It has 
been reported by Lt. Col Alexander who said, in the summary of his Military Review article, 
"The information on those kinds of technologies presented here would be considered by some to 
be ridiculous since it does not conform to their view of reality. But some people still believe the 
world is flat. " 

Now, this means a lot, because if people do not believe this kind of technology is possible, or 
that it is science fiction, those people put themselves in great jeopardy, because on the night 
when those thousand stars will shine from space, during the night when the new messiah will be 
presented to the world, they will not be prepared and will have no time to prepare to save 
themselves against that kind of technology. They don't believe and they won't take time to 
prepare.

FEMA CONCENTRATION CAMPS? 




Definitions 



REX 84 is short for Readiness Exercise 1984. Through Rex-84 an undisclosed number of concentration 
camps were set in operation throughout the United States, for internment of dissidents and others 
potentially harmful to the state. These camps are to be operated by FEMA should martial law need to be 
implemented in the United States and all it would take is a presidential signature on a proclamation and 
the attorney general's signature on a warrant to which a list of names is attached. " 

Operation Cable Splicer is a subprogram of the Rex 84 Program, which "was established on the 
reasoning that if a 'mass exodus' of illegal aliens crossed the Mexican/US border, they would be quickly 
rounded up and detained in detention centers by FEMA. Rex 84 allowed many military bases to be closed 
down and to be turned into prisons." Operation Cable Splicer is "the program for an orderly takeover of 
the state and local governments by the federal government. FEMA is the executive arm of the coming 
police state and thus will head up all operations. The Presidential Executive Orders already listed on the 
Federal Register also are part of the legal framework for this operation. " 

Operation Garden Plot is a general U.S. Army and National Guard plan to respond to major domestic 
civil disturbances within the U.S.. The plan was developed in response to the civil disorders of the 1960s 
and is now under the control of the U.S. Northern Command (NORTHCOM). It provides Federal military 
and law enforcement assistance to local governments during times of major civil disturbances. Garden 
Plot was last activated (as Noble Eagle) to provide military assistance to civil authorities following the 
September 11, 2001 attacks on the United States. The Pentagon also activated it to restore order during 
the 1992 Los Angeles Riots. Under Homeland Security restructuring, it has been suggested that similar 
models be followed. "Oversight of these homeland security missions should be provided by the National 
Guard Bureau based on the long-standing Garden Plot model in which National Guard units are trained 
and equipped to support civil authorities in crowd control and civil disturbance missions." 

The Civilian Inmate Labor Program is a program of the United States Army provided by Army 
Regulation 210-35. The regulation, first drafted in 1997, underwent a "rapid act revision" in January 
2005; it provides policy for the creation of labor programs and prison camps on Army installations. The 
labor would be provided by persons under the supervision of the Federal Bureau of Prisons. The 
regulation states that labor programs benefit the Army and the corrections facilities by supplying "a 
source of labor at no direct cost to the Army," giving "meaningful work to inmates" and alleviation to 
"overcrowding in nearby corrections facilities" and by making use of otherwise unused land and 
buildings. The regulation also sets forth policy for the creation of prison camps on Army installations. 
These would be used to keep inmates of the labor programs resident on the installations. 

FM 3-19-40 The infrastructure for incarcerating and executing resisters and dissenters in the coming 
American Holocaust has been already set up, according to the 1968 government plans code-named 
Operation Cable Splicer and Garden Plot (FM 19-15), sub programs of the Rex 84 Program. Field 
Manual 3-19.40 or FM 19-40 is the August 2001 version of Military Police Internment/Resettlement 
Operations. This publication supersedes the FM 19-40 of February 1976 and FM 19-60 of May 1986 by 
order of the Secretary of the Army signed by administrative assistant, Joel B. Hudson. Pending the 
approval of the Army Chief of Staff, the military can detain and jail citizens en masse.

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A More In Depth Look At The RED And BLUE Lists 



Mr. Sea is a former inspector for the Joint Chiefs of Staff and the Department of Defense. Here Mr. Sea 
elaborates on the 'RED and BLUE Lists' and what they mean. The RED List is for pick-up and execution 
before unobtrusive preparations for martial law are initiated. The BLUE List is also for execution, but 
later, within 6 weeks of martial law declaration. When you get picked up on a RED pick-up, they'll take 
you from your home at night, probably around 4 am and put you in a black van, then drive you to a 
helicopter waiting to fly you to an intermediate point.

Instead, of going to the judge, you 
go straight to jail. At this point, the BLUE listed people will be picked up. At that time, the country will 
be regionalized into ten regions, which are already designated by FEMA.

OFFICIAL EXECUTIVE ORDERS LIST: 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 10990 

allows the government to take over all modes of transportation and control of highways and 

seaports. 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 10995 

allows the government to seize and control the communication media. 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 10997 

allows the government to take over all electrical power, gas, petroleum, fuels and minerals. 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 10998 

allows the government to seize all means of transportation, including personal cars, trucks or 

vehicles of any kind and total control over all highways, seaports, and waterways. 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 10999 

allows the government to take over all food resources and farms. 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 11000 

allows the government to mobilize civilians into work brigades under government supervision. 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 11001 

allows the government to take over all health, education and welfare functions. 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 11002 

designates the Postmaster General to operate a national registration of all persons. 



OFFICIAL EXECUTIVE ORDERS LIST: continued 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 11003 

allows the government to take over all airports and aircraft, including commercial aircraft. 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 11004 

allows the Housing and Finance Authority to relocate communities, build new housing with 

public funds, designate areas to be abandoned, and establish new locations for populations. 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 11005 

allows the government to take over railroads, inland waterways and public storage facilities. 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 11051 

specifies the responsibility of the Office of Emergency Planning and gives authorization to put all 

Executive Orders into effect in times of increased international tensions and economic or 

financial crisis. 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 11310 

grants authority to the Department of Justice to enforce the plans set out in Executive Orders, to 

institute industrial support, to establish judicial and legislative liaison, to control all aliens, to 

operate penal and correctional institutions, and to advise and assist the President. 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 11049 

assigns emergency preparedness function to federal departments and agencies, consolidating 21 

operative Executive Orders issued over a fifteen year period. 

EXECUTIVE ORDER 11921 

allows the Federal Emergency Preparedness Agency to develop plans to establish control over 

the mechanisms of production and distribution, of energy sources, wages, salaries, credit and the 

flow of money in U.S. financial institution in any undefined national emergency. It also provides 

that when a state of emergency is declared by the President, Congress cannot review the action 

for six months. The Federal Emergency Management Agency has broad powers in every aspect 

of the nation. General Frank Salzedo, chief of FEMA's Civil Security Division stated in a 1983 

conference that he saw FEMA's role as a "new frontier in the protection of individual and 

governmental leaders from assassination, and of civil and military installations from sabotage 

and/or attack, as well as prevention of dissident groups from gaining access to U.S. opinion, or a 

global audience in times of crisis." FEMA's powers were consolidated by President Carter to 

incorporate the... National Security Act of 1947 allows for the strategic relocation of industries, 

services, government and other essential economic activities, and to rationalize the requirements 

for manpower, resources and production facilities. 1950 Defense Production Act gives the 

President sweeping powers over all aspects of the economy. Act of August 29, 1916 authorizes 

the Secretary of the Army, in time of war, to take possession of any transportation system for 

transporting troops, material, or any other purpose related to the emergency. International 

Emergency Economic Powers Act enables the President to seize the property of a foreign country 

or national. These powers were transferred to FEMA in a sweeping consolidation in 1979.

Opelika - Military compound either in or very near town. 

Aliceville - WWII German POW camp - capacity 15,000 

Ft. McClellan (Anniston) - Opposite side of town from Army Depot; 

Maxwell AFB (Montgomery) - Civilian prison camp established under Operation Garden Plot, 

currently operating with support staff and small inmate population. 

Talladega - Federal prison "satellite" camp. 

ALASKA 

Wilderness - East of Anchorage. No roads, Air & Railroad access only. Estimated capacity of 

500,000. 

Elmendorf AFB - Northeast area of Anchorage - far end of base. Garden Plot facility. 

Eielson AFB - Southeast of Fairbanks. Operation Garden Plot facility. 

Ft. Wainwright - East of Fairbanks. 

ARIZONA 

Ft. Huachuca - 20 miles from Mexican border, 30 miles from Nogales Rex '84 facility. 

Pinal County - on the Gila River - WWII Japanese detention camp. May be renovated. 

Yuma County - Colorado River - Site of former Japanese detention camp (near proving 

grounds). This site was completely removed in 1990 according to some reports. 

Phoenix - Federal Prison Satellite Camp. Main federal facility expanded. 

Florence - WWII prison camp NOW RENOVATED, OPERATIONAL with staff & 400 

prisoners, operational capacity of 3,500. 

Wickenburg - Airport is ready for conversion; total capacity unknown. Davis-Monthan AFB 

(Tucson) - Fully staffed and presently holding prisoners! ! 

Sedona - site of possible UN base. 



ARKANSAS 

Ft. Chaffee (near Fort Smith, Arkansas) - Has new runway for aircraft, new camp facility with 

cap of 40,000 prisoners. 

Pine Bluff Arsenal - This location also is the repository for B-Z nerve agent, which causes 

sleepiness, dizziness, stupor; admitted use is for civilian control. 

Jerome - Chicot/Drew Counties - site of WWII Japanese camps 

Rohwer - Descha County - site of WWII Japanese camps. 

Blythville AFB - Closed airbase now being used as camp. New wooden barracks have been 

constructed at this location. Classic decorations - guard towers, barbed wire, high fences. 

Berryville - FEMA facility located east of Eureka Springs off Hwy. 62. 

Omaha - Northeast of Berryville near Missouri state line, on Hwy 65 south of old wood 

processing plant. Possible crematory facility. 

CALIFORNIA 

Vandenburg AFB - Rex 84 facility, located near Lompoc & Santa Maria. Internment facility is 

located near the Oceanside, close to Space Launch Complex #6, also called "Slick Six". The 

launch site has had "a flawless failure record" and is rarely used. Norton AFB - (closed base) now 

staffed with UN according to some sources. 

Tule Lake - area of "wildlife refuge", accessible by unpaved road, just inside Modoc County. 

Fort Ord - Closed in 1994, this facility is now an urban warfare training center for US and 

foreign troops, and may have some "P.O.W. - C.I." enclosures. 

Twenty-nine Palms Marine Base - Birthplace of the infamous "Would you shoot American 

citizens?" Quiz. New camps being built on "back 40". 

Oakdale - Rex 84 camp capable of holding at least 20,000 people. 90 mi. East of San Francisco. 

Terminal Island (Long Beach) - located next to naval shipyards operated by ChiCom shipping 

interests. Federal prison facility located here. Possible deportation point. 

Ft. Irwin - FEMA facility near Barstow. Base is designated inactive but has staffed camp. 

McClellan AFB - facility capable for 30,000 - 35,000 

Sacramento - Army Depot - No specific information at this time. 

Mather AFB - Road to facility is blocked off by cement barriers and a stop sign. Sign states area 

is restricted; as of 1 997 there were barbed wire fences pointing inward, a row of stadium lights 

pointed toward an empty field, etc. Black boxes on poles may have been cameras. 

COLORADO 

Trinidad - WWII German/Italian camp being renovated. 
Granada - Prowers County - WWII Japanese internment camp 
Ft. Carson - Along route 115 near Canon City 

CONNECTICUT, DELAWARE - No data available. 



FLORIDA 

Avon Park - Air Force gunnery range, Avon Park has an on-base "correctional facility" which 

was a former WWII detention camp. 

Camp Krome - DoJ detention/interrogation center, Rex 84 facility 

Eglin AFB - This base is over 30 miles long, from Pensacola to Hwy 331 in De Funiak Springs. 

High capacity facility, presently manned and populated with some prisoners. 

Pensacola - Federal Prison Camp Everglades - It is believed that a facility may be carved out of 

the wilds here. 

GEORGIA 

Ft. Benning - Located east of Columbus near Alabama state line. Rex 84 site - Prisoners brought 

in via Lawson Army airfield. 

Ft. Mc Pherson - US Force Command - Multiple reports that this will be the national 

headquarters and coordinating center for foreign/UN troop movement and detainee collection. 

Ft. Gordon - West of Augusta - No information at this time. 

Unadilla - Dooly County - Manned, staffed FEMA prison on route 230, no prisoners. 

Oglethorpe - Macon County; facility is located five miles from Montezuma, three miles from 

Oglethorpe. This FEMA prison has no staff and no prisoners. 

Morgan - Calhoun County - FEMA facility is fully manned & staffed - no prisoners. 

Camilla - Mitchell County, south of Albany. This FEMA facility is located on Mt. Zion Rd 

approximately 5.7 miles south of Camilla. Unmanned - no prisoners, no staff Hawkinsville - 

Wilcox County; Five miles east of town, fully manned and staffed but no prisoners. Located on 

fire road 1 00/Upper River Road. 

Abbeville - South of Hawkinsville on US route 129; south of town off route 280 near Ocmulgee 

River. FEMA facility is staffed but without prisoners. 

McRae - Telfair County - 1.5 miles west of McRae on Hwy 134 (8th St). Facility is on Irwinton 

Avenue off 8th St., manned & staffed - no prisoners. 

Fort Gillem - South side of Atlanta - FEMA designated detention facility. 

Fort Stewart - Savannah area - FEMA designated detention facility. 

HAWAII 

Halawa Heights area - Crematory facility located in hills above city. Area is marked as a state 

department of health laboratory. 

Barbers Point NAS - There are several military areas that could be equipped for detention / 

deportation. 

Honolulu - Detention transfer facility at the Honolulu airport similar in construction to the one 

in Oklahoma (pentagon shaped building where airplanes can taxi up to). 

IDAHO 

Minidoka/Jerome Counties - WWII Japanese-American internment facility possibly under 
renovation. 



Clearwater National Forest - Near Lolo Pass - Just miles from the Montana state line near 
Moose Creek, this unmanned facility is reported to have a nearby airfield. Wilderness areas - 
Possible location. 

ILLINOIS 

Marseilles - Located on the Illinois River off Interstate 80 on Hwy 6. It is a relatively small 

facility with a cap of 1400 prisoners. Though it is small it is designed like prison facilities with 

barred windows, but the real smoking gun is the presence of military vehicles. Being located on 

the Illinois River it is possible that prisoners will be brought in by water as well as by road and 

air. This facility is approximately 75 miles west of Chicago. National Guard training area nearby. 

Scott AFB - Barbed wire prisoner enclosure reported to exist just off-base. More info needed, as 

another facility on-base is believed to exist. 

Pekin - This Federal satellite prison camp is also on the Illinois River, just south of Peoria. It 

supplements the federal penitentiary in Marion, which is equipped to handle additional 

population outside on the grounds. 

Chanute AFB - Rantoul, near Champaign/Urbana - This closed base had WWII - era 

barracks that were condemned and torn down, but the medical facility was upgraded and 

additional fencing put up in the area. More info needed. 

Marion - Federal Penitentiary and satellite prison camp inside Crab Orchard Nat'l Wildlife 

Refuge. Manned, staffed, populated fully. 

Greenfield - Two federal correctional "satellite prison camps" serving Marion - populated as 

above. 

Shawnee National Forest - Pope County - This area has seen heavy traffic of foreign military 

equipment and troops via Illinois Central Railroad, which runs through the area. Suspected 

location is unknown, but may be close to Vienna and Shawnee correctional centers, located 6 mi. 

west of Dixon Springs. 

Savanna Army Depot - NW area of state on Mississippi River. 

Lincoln, Sheridan, Menard, Pontiac, Galesburg - State prison facilities equipped for major 

expansion and close or adjacent to highways & railroad tracks. 

Kankakee - Abandoned industrial area on west side of town (Rt. 17 & Main) designated as 

FEMA detention site. Equipped with water tower, incinerator, a small train yard behind it and the 

rear of the facility is surrounded by barbed wire facing inwards. 

INDIANA 

Indianapolis / Marion County - Amtrak railcar repair facility (closed); controversial site of a 
major alleged detention / processing center. Although some sources state that this site is a "red 
herring", photographic and video evidence suggests otherwise. This large facility contains large 
3-4 inch gas mains to large furnaces (crematoria?), helicopter landing pads, railheads for 
prisoners, Red/Blue/Green zones for classifying and processing incoming personnel, one-way 
turnstiles, barracks, towers, high fences with razor wire, etc. Personnel with government 
clearance who are friendly to the patriot movement took a guided tour of the facility to confirm 
this site. This site is located next to a closed refrigeration plant facility. 



Ft. Benjamin Harrison - Located in the northeast part of Indianapolis, this base has been 
decommissioned from "active" use but portions are still ideally converted to hold detainees. 
Helicopter landing areas still exist for prisoners to be brought in by air, land & rail. 
Crown Point - Across street from county jail, former hospital. One wing presently being used 
for county work-release program, 80% of facility still unused. Possible FEMA detention center or 
holding facility. 

Camp Atterbury - Facility is converted to hold prisoners and boasts two active compounds 
presently configured for minimum security detainees. Located just west of Interstate 65 near 
Edinburgh, south of Indianapolis. 

Terre Haute - Federal Correctional Institution, Satellite prison camp and death facility. 
Equipped with crematoria reported to have a capacity of 3,000 people a day. FEMA designated 
facility located here. 

Fort Wayne - This city located in Northeast Indiana has a FEMA designated detention facility, 
accessible by air, road and nearby rail. 

Kingsbury - This "closed" military base is adjacent to a state fish & wildlife preserve. Part of 
the base is converted to an industrial park, but the southern portion of this property is still used. It 
is bordered on the south by railroad, and is staffed with some foreign-speaking UN troops. A 
local police officer who was hunting and camping close to the base in the game preserve was 
accosted, roughed up, and warned by the English-speaking unit commander to stay away from 
the area. It was suggested to the officer that the welfare of his family would depend on his 
"silence". Located just southeast of LaPorte. 

Jasper-Pulaski Wildlife Area - Youth Corrections farm located here. Facility is "closed", but is 
still staffed and being "renovated". Total capacity unknown. 

Grissom AFB - This closed airbase still handles a lot of traffic, and has a "stateowned" prison 
compound on the southern part of the facility. UNICOR. 

Jefferson Proving Grounds - Southern Indiana - This facility was an active base with test 
firing occurring daily. Portions of the base have been opened to create an industrial park, but 
other areas are still highly restricted. A camp is believed to be located "downrange". Facility is 
equipped with an airfield and has a nearby rail line. Member Update: The base has been opened 
in the aspect that the sector with the Barracks and storage facilities have been turned into low 
income housing and an industrial park. It is a rather large area, that there is also some farm land 
being developed on. The sectors that are still closed are the testing ranges and the surrounding 
areas. They will remain closed and under military control indefinitely. This is due to the large 
amount of unexploded ordinance and DU. There are sections in the northern half that are 
accessible to the public inside the restricted areas. They include Old Timbers Lodge and Old 
Timbers Public fishing area. Now to the rail Line there is a rail line that runs into JPG it hasn't 
been used and is covered almost completely with rail cars that have not been moved since the 
closure. The airfields are unusable both are deteriorated the large one is also covered in leftover 
FEMA trailers from Katrina. They are slowly being sold off one to private individuals. The 
reason I know so much about JPG is I live right up the road from it, many of my family members 
have worked there for years, and I ride my Motorcycle all over the it. You can google earth the 
Facility and see it is in a large part wooded you can also go to the link below and view images 
from inside the restricted area some of which include unexploded ordnance and Radiation 
Hammond - large enclosure identified in FEMA-designated city. 



Newport Army Depot - VX nerve gas storage facility. Secret meetings were held here in 1998 
regarding the addition of the Kankakee River watershed to the Heritage Rivers Initiative. 

IOWA 

No data available. 

KANSAS 

Leavenworth - US Marshal's Fed Holding Facility, US Penitentiary, Federal Prison Camp, 

McConnell Air Force Base. Federal death penalty facility. 

Concordia - WWII German POW camp used to exist at this location but there is no facility there 

at this time. 

Ft. Riley - Just north of Interstate 70, airport, near city of Manhattan. 

El Dorado - Federal prison converted into forced-labor camp, UNICOR industries. 

Topeka - 80 acres has been converted into a temporary holding camp. 

KENTUCKY 

Ashland - Federal prison camp in Eastern Kentucky near the Ohio River. Louisville - 

FEMA detention facility, located near restricted area US naval ordnance plant. Military airfield 

located at facility, which is on south side of city. 

Lexington - FEMA detention facility. National Guard base with adjacent airport facility. 

Manchester - Federal prison camp located inside Dan Boone National Forest. 

Ft. Knox - Detention center, possibly located near Salt River, in restricted area of base. Local 

patriots advise that black Special Forces & UN gray helicopters are occasionally seen in area. 

Land Between the Lakes - This area was declared a UN biosphere and is an ideal geographic 

location for detention facilities. Area is an isthmus extending out from Tennessee, between Lake 

Barkley on the east and Kentucky Lake on the west. Just scant miles from Fort Campbell in 

Tennessee. 

LOUISIANA 

Ft. Polk - This is a main base for UN troops & personnel, and a training center for the 

disarmament of America. 

Livingston - WWII German/Italian internment camp being renovated?; halfway between Baton 

Rouge and Hammond, several miles north of Interstate 12. 

Oakdale - Located on US route 165 about 50 miles south of Alexandria; two federal 

detention centers just southeast of Fort Polk. 

MAINE 

Houlton - WWn German internment camp in Northern Maine, off US Route 1 . 
MARYLAND, and DC 

Ft. Meade - Halfway between the District of Criminals and Baltimore. Data needed. 
Ft. Detrick - Biological warfare center for the NWO, located in Frederick. 



MASSACHUSETTS 

Camp Edwards / Otis AFB - Cape Cod - This "inactive" base is being converted to hold many 

New Englander patriots. Capacity unknown. 

Ft. Devens - Active detention facility. More data needed. 



MICHIGAN 

Camp Grayling - Michigan Nat'l Guard base has several confirmed detention camps, classic 

setup with high fences, razor wire, etc. Guard towers are very well-built, sturdy. Multiple 

compounds within larger enclosures. Facility deep within forest area. 

Sawyer AFB - Upper Peninsula - south of Marquette - No data available. 

Bay City - Classic enclosure with guard towers, high fence, and close to shipping port on 

Saginaw Bay, which connects to Lake Huron. Could be a deportation point to overseas via St. 

Lawrence Seaway. 

Southwest - possibly Berrien County - FEMA detention center. 

Lansing - FEMA detention facility. 

MINNESOTA 

Duluth - Federal prison camp facility. 
Camp Ripley - new prison facility. 

MISSISSIPPI 

These sites are confirmed hoaxes. 

Hancock County - NASA test site De Soto National Forest. "These two supposed camps in 
Mississippi do not exist. Members of the Mississippi Militia have checked these out on more 
than one occasion beginning back when they first appeared on the Internet and throughout the 
Patriot Movement." - Commander D. Rayner, Mississippi Militia 

MISSOURI 

Richards-Gebaur AFB - located in Grandview, near K.C.MO. A very large internment facility 

has been built on this base, and all base personnel are restricted from coming near it. This site 

was documented in early 2008 by B.A. Brooks. You can watch the video and read about what is 

being called the Kansas City Connection to The NAU/SPP here: Richards Gebaur = NAU/SPP Proof - 

http : //www. uaff us/nau_proof wmv. 

No internment camps were found. 

Ft. Leonard Wood - Situated in the middle of Mark Twain National Forest in Pulaski County. 

This site has been known for some UN training, also home to the US Army Urban Warfare 

Training school "Stem Village". 

Warsaw - Unconfirmed report of a large concentration camp facility. 



MONTANA 

Malmstrom AFB - UN aircraft groups stationed here, and possibly a detention facility. 

NEBRASKA 

Scottsbluff - WWn German POW camp (renovated?). Northwest, Northeast corners of state - 
FEMA detention facilities - more data needed. South Central part of state - Many old WWII sites 
- some may be renovated. 

NEVADA 

Elko - Ten miles south of town. Wells - Camp is located in the O'Niel basin area, 40 miles north 

of Wells, past Thousand Springs, west off Hwy 93 for 25 miles. 

Pershing County - Camp is located at 1-80 mile marker 112, south side of the highway, about a 

mile back on the county road and then just off the road about 3/4mi. 

Winnemucca - Battle Mountain area - at the base of the mountains. 

Nellis Air Force Range - Northwest from Las Vegas on Route 95. Nellis AFB is just north of 

Las Vegas on Hwy 604. 

Stillwater Naval Air Station - east of Reno . No additional data. 

NEW HAMPSHIRE / VERMONT 

Northern New Hampshire - near Lake Francis. No additional data. 

NEW JERSEY 

Ft. Dix / McGuire AFB - Possible deportation point for detainees. Lots of pictures taken of 
detention compounds and posted on Internet, this camp is well-known. Facility is now complete 
and ready for occupancy. 

NEW MEXICO 

Ft. Bliss - This base actually straddles Texas state line. Just south of Alomogordo, Ft. Bliss has 
thousands of acres for people who refuse to go with the "New Order". Holloman AFB 
(Alomogordo) - Home of the German Luftwaffe in Amerika; major UN base. New facility being 
built on this base, according to recent visitors. Many former USAF buildings have been torn 
down by the busy and rapidly growing German military force located here. 

Fort Stanton - currently being used as a youth detention facility approximately 35 miles north of 
Ruidoso, New Mexico. Not a great deal of information concerning the Lordsburg location. 
White Sands Missile Range - Currently being used as a storage facility for United Nations 
vehicles and equipment. Observers have seen this material brought in on the White Sands rail 
spur in Oro Grande New Mexico about thirty miles from the Texas, New Mexico Border. 

NEW YORK 

Ft. Drum - two compounds: Rex 84 detention camp and FEMA detention facility. 
Albany - FEMA detention facility. 



Otisville - Federal correctional facility, near Middletown. Buffalo - FEMA detention facility. 

NORTH CAROLINA 

Camp Lejeune / New River Marine Airfield - facility has renovated, occupied WWII detention 

compounds and "mock city" that closely resembles Anj^own, USA. 

Fort Bragg - Special Warfare Training Center. Renovated WWII detention facility. 

Andrews - Federal experiment in putting a small town under siege. Began with the search/ hunt 

for survivalist Eric Rudolph. No persons were allowed in or out of town without federal 

permission and travel through town was highly restricted. Most residents compelled to stay in 

their homes. Unregistered Baptist pastor from Indiana visiting Andrews affirmed these facts. 

NORTH DAKOTA 

Minot AFB - Home of UN air group. More data needed on facility. 

OHIO 

Camp Perry - Site renovated; once used as a POW camp to house German and Italian prisoners 
of WWn. Some tar paper covered huts built for housing these prisoners are still standing. 
Recently, the construction of multiple 200-man barracks have replaced most of the huts. 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, Columbus - FEMA detention facilities. Data needed. 
Lima - FEMA detention facility. Another facility located in/near old stone quarry near Interstate 
75. Railroad access to property, fences etc. 

OKLAHOMA 

Tinker AFB (OKC) - All base personnel are prohibited from going near civilian detention area, 

which is under constant guard. 

Will Rogers World Airport - FEMA's main processing center for west of the Mississippi. All 

personnel are kept out of the security zone. Federal prisoner transfer center located here (A 

pentagon-shaped building where airplanes can taxi up to). 

El Reno - Renovated federal internment facility with CURRENT population of 12,000 on Route 

66. 

McAlester - near Army Munitions Plant property - former WWII German / Italian POW camp 

designated for future use. 

Ft. Sill (Lawton) - Former WWII detention camps. More data still needed. 

OREGON 

Sheridan - Federal prison satellite camp northwest of Salem. 
Josephine County - WWII Japanese internment camp ready for renovation. 
Sheridan - FEMA detention center. 
Umatilla - New prison spotted. 

PENNSYLVANIA 

Allenwood - Federal prison camp located south of Williamsport on the Susquehanna River. It 



has a current inmate population of 300, and is identified by William Pabst as having a capacity in 

excess of 15,000 on 400 acres. 

Indiantown Gap Military Reservation - located north of Harrisburg. Used for WWII POW 

camp and renovated by Jimmy Carter. Was used to hold Cubans during Mariel boat lift. 

Camp Hill - State prison close to Army depot. Lots of room, located in Camp Hill, Pa. 

New Cumberland Army Depot - on the Susquehanna River, located off Interstate 83 and 

Interstate 76. 

Schuylkill Haven - Federal prison camp, north of Reading. 

SOUTH CAROLINA 

Greenville - Unoccupied youth prison camp; total capacity unknown. 
Charleston - Naval Reserve & Air Force base, restricted area on naval base. 

SOUTH DAKOTA 

Yankton - Federal prison camp 

Black Hills Nat'l Forest - north of Edgemont, southwest part of state. WWII internment camp 

being renovated. 

TENNESSEE 

Ft. Campbell - Next to Land Between the Lakes; adjacent to airfield and US Alt. 41. 

Millington - Federal prison camp next door to Memphis Naval Air Station. 

Crossville - Site of WWII German / Italian prison camp is renovated; completed barracks and 

behind the camp in the woods is a training facility with high tight ropes and a rappelling deck. 

Nashville - There are two buildings built on State property that are definitely built to hold 

prisoners. They are identical buildings - side by side on Old Briley Parkway. High barbed wire 

fence that curves inward. 

TEXAS 

Austin - Robert Mueller Municipal airport has detention areas inside hangars. 

Bastrop - Prison and military vehicle motor pool. 

Eden - 1500 bed privately run federal center. Currently holds illegal aliens. 

Ft. Hood (Killeen) - Newly built concentration camp, with towers, barbed wire etc., just like the 

one featured in the movie Amerika. Mock city for NWO shock- force training. Some footage of 

this area was used in "Waco: A New Revelation" 

Reese AFB (Lubbock) - FEMA designated detention facility. 

Sheppard AFB - in Wichita Falls just south of Ft. Sill, OK. FEMA designated detention facility. 

North Dallas - near Carrolton - water treatment plant, close to interstate and railroad. 

Mexia - East of Waco 33mi.; WWII German facility may be renovated. 

Amarillo - FEMA designated detention facility. 

Ft. Bliss (El Paso) - Extensive renovation of buildings and from what patriots have been able to 

see, many of these buildings that are being renovated are being surrounded by razor wire. 

Beaumont / Port Arthur area - hundreds of acres of federal camps already built on large-scale 

detention camp design, complete with the double rows of chain link fencing with razor type 



concertina wire on top of each row. Some (but not all) of these facilities are currently being used 

for low-risk state prisoners who require a minimum of supervision. 

Ft. Worth - Federal prison under construction on the site of Carswell AFB. 

UTAH 

Millard County - Central Utah - WWII Japanese camp. (Renovated?) 

Ft. Douglas - This "inactive" military reservation has a renovated WWII concentration camp. 

Migratory Bird Refuge - West of Brigham City - contains a WWII internment camp that was 

built before the game preserve was established. 

Cedar City - east of city - no data available. 

Wendover - WWII internment camp may be renovated. 

Skull Valley - southwestern Camp William property - east of the old bombing range. Camp 

was accidentally discovered by a man and his son who were rabbit hunting; they were discovered 

and apprehended. SW of Tooele. 

VIRGINIA 

Ft. A.P. Hill (Fredericksburg) - Rex 84 / FEMA facility. Estimated capacity 45,000. 
Petersburg - Federal satellite prison camp, south of Richmond. 

WEST VIRGINIA 

Beckley - Alderson - Lewisburg - Former WWII detention camps that are now converted into 

active federal prison complexes capable of holding several times their current populations. 

Alderson is presently a women's federal reformatory. 

Morgantown - Federal prison camp located in northern WV; just north of Kingwood. 

Mill Creek - FEMA detention facility. 

Kingwood - Newly built detention camp at Camp Dawson Army Reservation. More data needed 

on Camp Dawson. 

WASHINGTON 

Seattle/Tacoma - SeaTac Airport: fully operational federal transfer center 

Okanogan County - Borders Canada and is a site for a massive concentration camp capable of 

holding hundreds of thousands of people for slave labor. This is probably one of the locations 

that will be used to hold hard core patriots who will be held captive for the rest of their lives. 

Sand Point Naval Station - Seattle - FEMA detention center used actively during the 1999 

WTO protests to classify prisoners. 

Ft. Lewis/McChord AFB - near Tacoma - This is one of several sites that may be used to ship 

prisoners overseas for slave labor. 

WISCONSIN 

Ft. McCoy - Rex 84 facility with several complete interment compounds. 



Oxford - Federal prison & satellite camp and FEMA detention facility. 
WYOMING 

Heart Mountain - Park County N. of Cody - WWII Japanese interment camp ready for 

renovation. 

Laramie - FEMA detention facility Southwest - near Lyman - FEMA detention facility East 

Yellowstone - Manned internment facility - Investigating patriots were apprehended by European 

soldiers speaking in an unknown language. Federal government assumed custody of the persons 

and arranged their release. 

OTHER LOCATIONS IN THE UNITED STATES 

There are many other locations not listed above that are worthy of consideration as a possible 
detention camp site, but due to space limitations and the time needed to verify, could not be 
included here. Virtually all military reservations, posts, bases, stations, & depots can be 
considered highly suspect (because it is "federal" land).

Guayanabo, Puerto Rico - Federal prison camp facility. Capacity unknown. 

Guantanamo Bay, Cuba - US Marine Corps Base - Presently home to 30,000 Mariel Cubans

Kansas City is well known for it's huge underground 
storage facilities which run for miles underground and is home to many local and 
international businesses. Driving through the property today, one will already see 
the trains that have started movement through the facility, and Mazda Automotive 
has a hub station already active on site. There is also still a large military presence 
on this facility including all armed forces, but from what I saw today it is mostly 
Marines and Army, although I witnessed a small Navy and Air Force presence 
also. In the coming week I will go back to Richards Gebaur so I can video tape 
and document everything I see. It is rumored that there is a very large internment 
camp being constructed on site that is in a restricted area. I will bring any evidence 
I find to the public arena and this page, plus next week I will be traveling to 
Neosho, Missouri and Ft. Leonard Wood in Pulaski County to try and uncover 
internment camps that I have heard has been built on these two sites as well. 



Update: December 14th 2007 - After my day on the base, I started looking into 
how this was all done without public vote or knowledge. Here is what I have 
found. Richards Gebaur is located between Belton, Missouri and Grandview, 
Missouri but the land is annexed to Kansas City, Missouri, so the people of Belton 
and Grandview were not allowed to vote or decide what was going to happen in 
their own backyards. The vote was on The Kansas City Ballot, in which the people 
from these distant areas knew not enough about the entire project to make a good 
and proper decision and it was passed. From what I have gathered, there was a 
very huge concern and outcry by the general public of both Belton and Grandview, 
Missouri to stop this project which fell upon deaf ears. Both of these cities are 
going to be under major construction phases very soon to compensate for all of the 
train and truck traffic entering their small cities. How could this happen? The 
Kansas City - City Council pushed this through hard and fast and I imagine there 
were many kickbacks and under the table deals done during that time which 
ensured the vote to be passed. This is American politics in action.

I was really expecting an 
email back saying these are just rumors started by overactive imaginations, but no 
reply was received and now my site stats show The Navy Network Information 
Center (NNIC) in Andrews, Maryland, The CIA, The DoD, The FBI, US 
Government, US Military, The California Naval Training Center, The Office of 
The State of Missouri, Department Of Homeland Security, Lockheed Martin - 
Aspen Systems, The New York City Police Department, The Joint Terrorism Task 
Force, and CenterPoint Properties just to name a very few of our very many 
military and government connected website guests. So it seems I have caught the 
attention of some major players in the US Military Machine which makes me 
wonder if maybe these camps are more than just a rumor. I will continue my search 
and my updates. I have recently contacted the ACLU, PFAW, and NCARL alerting 
them of my activities in case I disappear in the near future there will be evidence 
of my activities before any possible abduction.

A series of redevelopment and sale agreements was finalized June 27 among the City of Kansas 
City, Mo.; the Port Authority of Kansas City, Mo.; and CenterPoint Properties on nearly 1,400 
acres at the former Richards-Gebaur Air Force base. 

"This is an important day for the Port Authority and the City of Kansas City," said Linda Ward, 
Port Authority chairwoman. "Real estate experts involved in the transaction have noted this is the 
most complex real estate deal they have ever seen. In addition to the parties of the agreement, the 
negotiations included eight federal agencies, several state agencies, a railroad company and the 
numerous existing tenants at Richards-Gebaur. We are grateful to everyone, including city staff. 
City Manager Wayne Cauthen, former and current elected officials and Port Authority staff and 
commissioners for their hard work and diligence." The Port Authority of Kansas City is charged 
with economic development throughout the Kansas City area, including the conversion of the 
1,400-acre former Richards-Gebaur Air Force base into an international trade-processing center. 
In 2004, the Port Authority selected CenterPoint Properties, a seasoned intermodal developer, to 
plan and manage redevelopment efforts.

Decline of the Mavamenl: 

The miliiia movement begEin lo decline alWr the I99S OkJahoma City Bombing and raidii on the Montany Freemen and Re- 
public of Texas in 19% and 1997, Poor public opinion of the miiiiia movement and increased yiiention from law cnfortc- 
ment cau<;ed many of the uncoi^mittcd members to leave the movement. Many of the hardcore militia mcmbere grew angry 
with the mttitia for not mobilizing in response to perceived government aggressions. Some of these fanatics would splinter 
into smaller Or underground groups adhering to the principles of ■'teadcrlcss resistance". 

Many militia groups began to rally members in the belief that the govermnent would collapse due lo the Y2K scare. This 
theory claimed that the government would collapse due to computers not being able to handle the transition from the 1 900's 
to the 2000*s. The militia s iiiaecunue assessment of the Y2K threat badly damaged its icputation. Additionally, thoughts 
that President George W, Bush was sympalhelie lo their siiuaiion, and a wave of patriotism after 9 1 1 would further diminish 
the militia movcmenl- 

The MUitia Post September iL 200 i: 

During dtis time period the militia had lost the atiention of the mainstream media and public, but it continued to exist. The 
SPLC reports ihat between the Oklatioma City Bombing in 1995 and 2O0f5 that roughly fiO-righiwing exiiumisi plots wctc 
uncovered.

Reemergeace oj'the Mtivemettt: 

Righiwing extiEmists and militia leaders continuously exploit cuiienl world events in order to increase participation in their 
movements. Due to the current economical and political situation, a lush environment for militia activity has been created. 
Unemploytnent rales are. high, as well as cost of living expenses. Additionally, President Elcel Barrack Obama is seen as 
tight on gun control and many exirtmisls fear that he will enact lirearms contiscalions While supremacists from within the 
militia raovenvent have further become angered due to the election of the first African American President. Many constitu- 
tionalists within the movement have claimed tliat President Elect Obaiiia does not meet the residency requirements to hold 
the office of President, and thenefore hi! election is unconstitutional. 

Newer versions of the NWO conspiracy have been concocted in order to empower the movement. The NWO is seen as using 
law enforeenicnt, military, national guard, and federal agencies in order to carry out its elitist one world government. Law 
enfoteement and military forces arc believed lo be utilised in order to confiscate tircarms and place individuals into FEMA 
concentration camps.

With that said, I 
will now pass on the information of our conversation. What the MAJOR said: I did not record our 
conversation so I will paraphrase. He talked first about the legalities of the release of this document, which 
really Idnd of surprised me. He said that this document was for law enforcement eyes only and that it was 
illegally released to the press. He said that not one single law enforcement officer that had received this 
document had issued a complaint, and that it was not just Missouri sensitive but sent out nationwide. This 
was a little shocking to me, because that is part of the reason the MIAC Report is blowing up right now.

LEADERLESS RESISTANCE 

The concept of Leaderless Resistance was proposed by Col. Ulius Louis Amoss, who was 
the founder of International Service of Information Incorporated, located in Baltimore, 
Maryland. Col. Amoss died more than fifteen years ago, but during his life was a tireless 
opponent of communism, as well as a skilled Intelligence Officer. Col. Amoss first wrote of 
Leaderless Resistance on April 17, 1962. His theories of organization were primarily 
directed against the threat of eventual Communist take-over in the United States. The 
present writer, with the benefit of having lived many years beyond Col. Amoss, has taken 
his theories and expounded upon them. Col. Amoss feared the Communists. This author 
fears the federal government. Communism now represents a threat to no one in the United 
States, while federal tyranny represents a threat to everyone . The writer has joyfully lived 
long enough to see the dying breaths of communism, but may, unhappily, remain long 
enough to see the last grasps of freedom in America. 

In the hope that, somehow, America can still produce the brave sons and daughters 
necessary to fight off ever increasing persecution and oppression, this essay is offered. 
Frankly, it is too close to call at this point. Those who love liberty, and believe in freedom 
enough to fight for it are rare today, but within the bosom of every once great nation, there 
remains secreted, the pearls of former greatness. They are there. I have looked into their 
sparking eyes; sharing a brief moment in time with them as I passed through this life. 
Relished their friendship, endured their pain, and they mine. We are a band of brothers, 
native to the soil gaining strength one from another as we have rushed head long into a 
battle that all the weaker, timid men, say we can not win. Perhaps., but then again, perhaps 
we can. It's not over till the last freedom fighter is buried or imprisoned, or the same 
happens to those who would destroy their freedom. 

Barring any cataclysmic events, the struggle will yet go on for years. The passage of time 
will make it clear to even the more slow among us that the government is the foremost 
threat to the life, and liberty of the folk. The government will no doubt make today's 
oppressiveness look like grade school work compared to what they have planned in the 
future. Meanwhile, there are those of us who continue to hope that somehow the few can do 
what the many have not. We are cognizant that before things get better they will certainly 
get worse as government shows a willingness to use ever more severe police state measures 
against dissidents. This changing situation makes it clear that those who oppose state 
repression must be prepared to alter, adapt, and modify their behavior, strategy, and 
tactics as circumstances warrant. Failure to consider new methods and implement them as 
necessary will make the government's efforts at suppression uncomplicated. It is the duty 
of every patriot to make the tyrant's life miserable. When one fails to do so he not only fails 
himself, but his people. 

With this in mind, current methods of resistance to tyranny employed by those who love 
our race, culture, and heritage must pass a litmus test of soundness. Methods must be 
objectively measured as to their effectiveness, as well as to whether they make the 
government's intention of repression more possible or more difficult. Those not working to 
aid our objectives must be discarded or the government benefits from our failure to do so. 
As honest men who have banded together into groups or associations of a political or 



religious nature are falsely labeled "domestic terrorists" or "cultists" and suppressed, it 
will become necessary to consider other methods of organization—or as the case may very 
well call for: non-organization. One should keep in mind that it is not in the government's 
interest to eliminate all groups. Some few must remain in order to perpetuate the smoke 
and mirrors vision for the masses that America is a "free democratic country" where 
dissent is allowed. Most organizations, however, that possess the potential for effective 
resistance will not be allowed to continue. Anyone who is so naive as to believe the most 
powerful government on earth will not crush any who pose a real threat to that power, 
should not be active, but rather, at home studying political history. The question as to who 
is to be left alone and who is not, will be answered by how groups and individuals deal with 
several factors such as: avoidance of conspiracy plots, rejection of feeble minded 
malcontents, insistence upon quality of the participants, avoidance of all contact with the 
front men for the federals—the news media— and, finally, camouflage (which can be defined 
as the ability to blend in the public's eye the more committed groups of resistance with 
mainstream kosher associations that are generally seen as harmless.) Primarily though, 
whether any organization is allowed to continue in the future will be a matter of how big a 
threat a group represents. Not a threat in terms of armed might or political ability, for 
there is none of either for the present, but rather, threat in terms of potentiality. It is 
potential the federals fear most. Whether that potential exists in an individual or group is 
incidental. The federals measure potential threat in terms of what might happen given a 
situation conducive to action on the part of a restive organization or individual. Accurate 
intelligence gathering allows them to assess the potential. Showing one's hand before the 
bets are made, is a sure way to loose. The movement for freedom is rapidly approaching 
the point where for many people, the option of belonging to a group will be nonexistent. 
For others, group membership will be a viable option for only the immediate future. 
Eventually, and perhaps much sooner than most believe possible, the price paid for 
membership will exceed any perceived benefit. But for now, some of the groups that do 
exist often serve a useful purpose either for the newcomer who can be indoctrinated into 
the ideology of the struggle, or for generating positive propaganda to reach potential 
freedom fighters. It is sure that, for the most part, this struggle is rapidly becoming a 
matter of individual action, each of its participants making a private decision in the 
quietness of his heart to resist: to resist by any means necessary. It is hard to know what 
others will do, for no man truly knows another man's heart. It is enough to know what one 
himself will do. A great teacher once said know thyself. Few men really do, but let each of 
us, promise ourselves, not to go quietly to the fate our would-be masters have planned. 
The concept of Leaderless Resistance is nothing less than a fundamental departure in 
theories of organization. The orthodox scheme of organization is diagrammatically 
represented by the pyramid, with the mass at the bottom and the leader at the top. This 
fundamental of organization is to be seen not only in armies, which are of course, the best 
illustration of the pyramid structure, with the mass of soldiery, the privates, at the bottom 
responsible to corporals who are in turn responsible to sergeants, and so on up the entire 
chain of command to the generals at the top. But the same structure is seen in corporations, 
ladies' garden clubs and in our political system itself. This orthodox pyramid scheme of 
organization is to be seen basically in all existing political, social and religious structures in 
the world today from the Federal government to the Roman Catholic Church. The 



Constitution of the United States, in the wisdom of the Founders, tried to sublimate the 
essential dictatorial nature of pyramidal organization by dividing authority into three: 
executive, legislative and judicial. But the pyramid remains essentially untouched. This 
scheme of organization, the pyramid, is however, not only useless, but extremely dangerous 
for the participants when it is utilized in a resistance movement against state tyranny. 
Especially is this so in technologically advanced societies where electronic surveillance can 
often penetrate the structure revealing its chain of command. Experience has revealed over 
and over again that anti-state, political organizations utilizing this method of command and 
control are easy prey for government infiltration, entrapment, and destruction of the 
personnel involved. This has been seen repeatedly in the United States where pro- 
government infiltrators or agent provocateurs weasel their way into patriotic groups and 
destroy them from within. In the pyramid type of organization, an infiltrator can destroy 
anything which is beneath his level of infiltration and often those above him as well. If the 
traitor has infiltrated at the top, then the entire organization from the top down is 
compromised and may be traduced at will. An alternative to the pyramid type of 
organization is the cell system. In the past, many political groups (both right and left) have 
used the cell system to further their objectives. Two examples will suffice. During the 
American Revolution committees of correspondence were formed throughout the Thirteen 
colonies. Their purpose was to subvert the government and thereby aid the cause of 
independence. The Sons of Liberty, who made a name for themselves dumping government 
taxed tea into the harbor at Boston, were the action arm of the committees of 
correspondence. Each committee was a secret cell that operated totally independently of 
the other cells. Information on the government was passed from committee to committee, 
from colony to colony, and then acted upon on a local basis. Yet even in these bygone days 
of poor communication, of weeks to months for a letter to be delivered, the committees 
without any central direction whatsoever, were remarkable similar in tactics employed to 
resist government tyranny. It was, as the first American patriots knew, totally unnecessary 
for anyone to give an order for anything. Information was made available to each 
committee, and each committee acted as it saw fit. A recent example of the cell system taken 
from the left wing of politics are the Communists. The Communist, in order to get around 
the obvious problems involved in pyramidal organization, developed to an art the cell 
system. They had numerous independent cells which operated completely isolated from one 
another and particularly with no knowledge of each other, but were orchestrated together 
by a central headquarters. For instance, during World War II, in Washington, it is known 
that there were at least six secret Communist cells operating at high levels in the United 
States government (plus all the open Communists who were protected and promoted by 
President Roosevelt), however, only one of the cells was rooted out and destroyed. How 
many more actually were operating no one can say for sure. The Communist cells which 
operated in the U.S until late 1991 under Soviet control could have at their command a 
leader, who held a social position which appeared to be very lowly. He could be, for 
example, a busboy in a restaurant, but in reality a colonel or a general in the Soviet Secret 
Service, the KGB. Under him could be a number of cells and a person active in one cell 
would almost never have knowledge of individuals who are active in another cell. The value 
of this is that while any one cell can be infiltrated, exposed or destroyed, such action will 
have no effect on the other cells; in fact, the members of the other cells will be supporting 



that cell which is under attack and ordinarily would lend very strong support to it in many 
ways. This is at least part of the reason, no doubt, that whenever in the past Communists 
were attacked in this country, support for them sprang up in many unexpected places. The 
efficient and effective operation of a cell system after the Communist model, is of course, 
dependent upon central direction, which means impressive organization, funding from the 
top, and outside support, all of which the Communists had. Obviously, American patriots 
have none of these things at the top or anywhere else, and so an effective cell organization 
based upon the Soviet system of operation is impossible. 

Two things become clear from the above discussion. First, that the pyramid type of 
organization can be penetrated quite easily and it thus is not a sound method of 
organization in situations where the government has the resources and desire to penetrate 
the structure; which is the situation in this country. Secondly, that the normal 
qualifications for the cell structure based upon the Red model does not exist in the U.S. for 
patriots. This understood, the question arises "What method is left for those resisting state 
tyranny?" The answer comes from Col. Amoss who proposed the "Phantom Cell" mode of 
organization. Which he described as Leaderless Resistance. A system of organization that is 
based upon the cell organization, but does not have any central control or direction, that is 
in fact almost identical to the methods used by the Committees of Correspondence during 
the American Revolution. Utilizing the Leaderless Resistance concept, all individuals and 
groups operate independently of each other, and never report to a central headquarters or 
single leader for direction or instruction, as would those who belong to a typical pyramid 
organization. 

At first glance, such a type of organization seems unrealistic, primarily because there 
appears to be no organization. The natural question thus arises as to how are the 
"Phantom cells" and individuals to cooperate with each other when there is no 
intercommunication or central direction? The answer to this question is that participants 
in a program of Leaderless Resistance through phantom cell or individual action must 
know exactly what they are doing, and how to do it. It becomes the responsibility of the 
individual to acquire the necessary skills and information as to what is to be done. This is 
by no means as impractical as it appears, because it is certainly true that in any movement, 
all persons involved have the same general outlook, are acquainted with the same 
philosophy, and generally react to given situations in similar ways. The pervious history of 
the committees of correspondence during the American Revolution show this to be true. 
Since the entire purpose of Leaderless Resistance is to defeat state tyranny (at least insofar 
as this essay is concerned), all members of phantom cells or individuals will tend to react to 
objective events in the same way through usual tactics of resistance. Organs of information 
distribution such as newspapers, leaflets, computers, etc., which are widely available to all, 
keep each person informed of events, allowing for a planned response that will take many 
variations. No one need issue an order to anyone. Those idealist truly committed to the 
cause of freedom will act when they feel the time is ripe, or will take their cue from others 
who precede them. While it is true that much could be said against this type of structure as 
a method of resistance, it must be kept in mind that Leaderless Resistance is a child of 
necessity. The alternatives to it have been show to be unworkable or impractical. 
Leaderless Resistance has worked before in the American Revolution, and if the truly 
committed put it to use for themselves, it will work now. It goes almost without saying that 



Leaderless Resistance leads to very small or even one man cells of resistance. Those who 
join organizations to play "let's pretend" or who are "groupies" will quickly be weeded 
out. While for those who are serious about their opposition to federal despotism, this is 
exactly what is desired. From the point of view of tyrants and would be potentates in the 
federal bureaucracy and police agencies, nothing is more desirable than that those who 
oppose them be UNIFIED in their command structure, and that every person who opposes 
them belong to a pyramid type group. Such groups and organizations are an easy kill. 
Especially in light of the fact that the Justice (sic) Department promised in 1987 that there 
would never be another group that opposed them that they did not have at least one 
informer in. These federal "friends of government" are intelligence agents. They gather 
information that can be used at the whim of a federal D.A. to prosecute. The line of battle 
has been drawn. Patriots are required therefore, to make a conscious decision to either aid 
the government in its illegal spying, by continuing with old methods of organization and 
resistance, or to make the enemies job more difficult by implementing effective 
countermeasures. Now there will, no doubt, be mentally handicapped people out there who, 
while standing at a podium with an American flag draped in the background, and a lone 
eagle soaring in the sky above, will state emphatically in their best sounding red, white, and 
blue voice. So what if the government is spying? We are not violating any laws. Such 
crippled thinking by any serious person is the best example that there is a need for special 
education classes. The person making such a statement is totally out of contact with 
political reality in this country, and unfit for leadership of any thing more than a dog sleigh 
in the Alaskan wilderness. The old Born on the fourth of July mentality that has influenced 
so much of the American patriot's thinking in the past will not save him from the 
government in the future. Reeducation for non-thinkers of this type will take place in the 
federal prison system where there are no flags or eagles, but abundance of men who were 
not violating any law. Most groups who unify their disparate associates into a single 
structure have short political lives. Therefore, those movement leaders constantly calling 
for unity of organization rather than the desirable unity of purpose, usually fall into one of 
three categories. 

They may not be sound political tacticians, but rather, just committed men who feel unity 
would help their cause, while not realizing that the government would greatly benefit from 
such efforts. The Federal objective, to imprison or destroy all who oppose them, is made 
easier in pyramid organizations. Or perhaps, they do not fully understand the struggle they 
are involved in and that the government they oppose has declared a state of war against 
those fighting for faith, folk, freedom and constitutional liberty. Those in power will use 
any means to rid themselves of opposition. The third class calling for unity and let us hope 
this is the minority of the three, are men more desirous of the supposed power that a large 
organization would bestow, than of actually achieving their stated purpose. Conversely, the 
last thing Federal snoops would have, if they had any choice in the matter, is a thousand 
different small phantom cells opposing them. It is easy to see why. Such a situation is an 
intelligence nightmare for a government intent upon knowing everything they possibly can 
about those who oppose them. The Federals, able to amass overwhelming strength of 
numbers, manpower, resources, intelligence gathering, and capability at any given time, 
need only a focal point to direct their anger. A single penetration of a pyramid type of 
organization can lead to the destruction of the whole. Whereas, Leaderless Resistance 



presents no single opportunity for the Federals to destroy a significant portion of the 
Resistance. With the announcement by the Department of Justice (sic) that 300 FBI agents 
formerly assigned to watching Soviet spies in the US (domestic counter intelligence) are 
now to be used to combat crime, the federal government is preparing the way for a major 
assault upon those persons opposed to their policies. Many anti-government groups 
dedicated to the preservation of the America of our forefathers can expect shortly to feel 
the brunt of a new federal assault upon liberty. 

It is clear, therefore, that it is time to rethink traditional strategy and tactics when it comes 
to opposing a modern police state. America is quickly moving into a long dark night of 
police state tyranny, where the rights now accepted by most as being inalienable will 
disappear. Let the coming night be filled with a thousand points of resistance. Like the fog 
which forms when conditions are right and disappears when they are not, so must the 
resistance to tyranny be. 

If every person has the right to defend—even by force—his person, his liberty, and his 
property, then it follows that a group of men have the right to organize and support a 
common force to protect these rights constantly. — The Law. Frederick Bastiat Paris, 1850. 



In Closing
